Tax Stamp a 'Must' on 
That Pack of Cigarettes

Springfield — Where ‘there’s 
smoke, there’d better be a cig- 
arette tax stamp, in the opinion 
of the state revenue depart- 
ment which handles the tax 
stamps. 

George E. Mahin, revenue 
director, said that last year 
revenue from cigarette stam) 
continued to rise, despite warn- 
ings that smoking has been 
proven | hazardous to health, 
Last year alone the income 
went up by $7.3 million, he 
said, even though the state tax 
stayed at its same rate, 12 
cents @ pack. 

Some municipalities add their 
own taxes as well—Chicago, for 
instance, gets an additional 
nickel on each pack, for a 
whopping 17 cents a pack in 
taxes alone. 

Mlinois residents living near 
the state’s borders, or who 
travel or have friends who 
travel, frequently give in to the 
impulse to buy their cigarettes 
somewhere esle, where the tax 
is lower, and bring them back 
home for penny-pinching puff- 
ing 

That's against the law, since 
by definition any pack without 

1 Mlinois tax stamp is consid- 
ered an unstamped, and there- 
fore cpntraband, pack of ciga- 
rettes, even though it bears the 

tamps of some other state.

Scissors, can openers, pen- 
cil sharpeners, cork screws 
and cameras, to name a 
few things, are made for 
righthanders. 


Either the handle is on 
the wrong side, the screw 
turns clockwise to the 
right — or the shutter re- 
lease is on the right — gen- 
nerally making life hard on 
the lefty.

In short, lefthanders have 
been conforming to the right- 
oriented world for years, Adapt- 
ing is certainly cheaper and 
easier than going: to the ex- 
pense of having special products 
designed and manufactured on 
an individual basis; that is, 
until recently. 

In 1969, Peter B, Neiman of 
Westport, Conn., a management 
systems consultant, formed a 
mail order business dealing in 
products specially designed for 
lefthanders. 

In: 1971, after two years of re- 
search, he started The Aristera 
Organization, which now offers 
55 products of lefthanded or am- 
bidextrous design. 

Aristera is the Greek word for 
left. It also. means ‘‘the best,’”” 
as in aristograt. 

Strictly a family business — 
operated by his wife and two 
children with himself as presi: 
dent—the firm has grown by 
leaps and’ bounds. 

Aristera currently has a mail- 
ing list of over 5,000 lefthanders 
and handles orders from Afri- 
ca, Europe, Canada and New 
Zealand, as well as the U.S 

Its eye-catching catalog sells 
for $1 and comes with a free 
lefthanded ruler; the numbers 
ascend to the left. 

“We try tO sell solutions to 
everyday problems,” says Nei- 
man, a lefthander. 

“Many lefthanded housewives, 
for: example, think they are 
weak becduse they cannot open 
a screw-cover jar or bottle. Act- 
ually, a lefthander, trying to 
unscrew a right-threaded cover, 
is using the weakest combina- 
tion of her arm, wrist and hand 
muscles. The product is the 
problem, not her hand.”” 

Neiman knows of only two 
competitors — The Left Hand 
shop in New York City and 
Anything Left Handed, Ltd., in 
London — which have catered 
o the retail trade since 1968. 

Aristera ig the only mail or- 
der firm in \the lefthanded busi- 
ness. “I decided from the be- 
ginning,” says Neiman, “that 
mail order was the only feasi- 
ble way to reach the world's 
lefties — large in numbers, but 
randomly distributed.” 

Estimates of the number 
of lefthanders fall in the 
range of 8% to 10% of the 
world’s population—regard- 
less of nationality or culture 

In the Quad-Cities, the total 

is about 8,000 “southpaws.””

Everyone else is righthanded 

The word “left,” as it is used 
today, is derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon word “‘lyft,”” mean- 
ing weak or broken. 

The left arm meant the weak 
arm. The hand not used in dex 
trous, tasks the hand “‘left 
out’—was usually the “left” 
hand, ; 

At the turn of the century, 
the Ambidextral Cultural 
Society was founded in Eng- 
land. It proposed that 
everyone be trained to use 
either hand equally as well 
for, any task. 

But lefthanders were still 
left out—the society thought 
everyone should have two 
right hands. 

The ambidextrous movement 


_ became popular, and luckily so. 


Dr, Brying Bryngelson, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota speech 
pathplogist, who has spent 40 
years studying the link between 
handdedness and speech de- 
fects, says that ambidexterity 
training can be disastrous. 

““Man’s neural systems work 
best when one side strictly dom- 
inates the other. 

“Everyone has a nalive side, 
dictated by the brain, In left 
handed persons, the right. cere- 
bral) hemisphere takes the lead 
in directing functions like 
speech, reading and writing. In 
righthanded people, the eft 
hemisphere is.dominant.’ 

Handedness is just one 
sign of a person’s  si- 
dedness. 

Eyedness, earedness, foot- 
edness, whorls and palm 
patterns are others, accord- 
ing to Dr. Bryngelson, 

‘At one time, a person’s 
eyedness was thought to de- 
termine his handedness. 
This idea, however, has rey 
cently been disproved. 

Until recently, teachers in 
grade schools across the coun- 
try thought it was necessary to 
“break” a lefthanded child by 
forcing him to write with his 
right hand. 

Dr. Bryngelson’s studies: show 
that) shifting a child’s handed- 
ness can lead to stuttering, 
strabismus (a form of squint- 
ing) and emotional maladjust- 
ment 

He advises parents not to in 
terfére with a child's handed- 
ness, Let the child choose his 
most natural hand and then 


encourage him to use it consist- 


ently, he suggests. 

He says that if children were 
allowed to grow up in a natural 
environment, 34% of today's 
U.S.| youngsters would develop 
lefthandedness and another 3% 
would be ambidextrous 


where an indusiry repre- 
sentative dare not go to the 
state’s pollution —_control 
agency to discuss ways of 
solving the company’s pollu- 
tion problems.

Since other states, on their 
own or because of new fed- 
eral laws, will probably be- 
come much more demand- 
ing| on industry in environ- 
mental matters, t indus- 
try concern about Illinois 
pollution control acti 
may diminish.

feeling of many marjagers that 
industry is not appreciated in 
Illinois as a course of jobs, but 
seems to be regarded) by many 
governmental and | legislative 
leaders as only a source of un

One never hears Any public 
figure in Illinois make yuch a 
statement as “ ‘Profit’ is not a 
dirty word in Illinois.” 

Yet| without profits, there can 
be nd jobs or taxes paid for 
long | 

This fundamental | economic 
fact seems to be not fully ap- 
precigted by a substantial por- 
tion af the public. | 

This may stem frgm the ap- 
parent lack of adequate eco- 
nomic education in our schools. 

It would seem appropriate 
that 4 rudimentary Understand- 
ing of how. our ecohomic sys- 
tem functions should) be taught 
as early as the junior high 
schoo! level. 

As the cost of state and-local 
government continues to esca- 
late, the matter of |where the 
resulting increased tax burden 
will fall is obviously a’ matter 
of considerable concern to Illi- 
nois industry managers. 

It is imperative that our state 
and local tax structure provide 
for an equitable sharing of the 
burden. 

The legislative designers of 
changes in the tax structure 
must be constantly mindful of 
the lesson in the ancient para- 
ble about the goose that laid the 
golden eggs. 


Dr, |Bryngelson himself a 
righthander — helped persuade 
the University of Minnesota to 
install] lefthanded desks for stu- 
dent southpaws. He also invent- 
ed the “pull-method”’ of writing 
for lefties. 

Now widely accepted, the 
“pull-metiod” teaches a child 
to slant the paper to the right 
and-to hold the left hand below 
the line. This way, the lefthart- 
der need not resort to contor- 
tions to avoid rubbing his hand 
across his writing. 

There are several simple 
tests a person can try to 
determine his own native 
sidedness. 

For example, quickly fold 
your arms or hands — a 
lefthander will be inclined 
to put his left arm or left 
thumb on top. 

To find out which of your 
eyes tends to be dominant, hold 
a pencil at arm’s length and 
point it at a distant object such 
as a tree: trunk, 

Close your left eye; if the 
pencil appears to jump or shift, 

ave closed your dominant 


y 

When asked to wink one eye, 
1 left-eyed person ° naturally 
tends to maintain sight with his 
left, of dominant eye; he shuts 
his right eye. 

Sports is one of the few en- 
deavors where a lefthander has 
an advantage. Dr. Bryngelson 
once watched ths great left 
handed slugger, Babe Ruth, hit 
five home runs during an after 
noon doubleheader in New York 
in 1941. 

He [ran’ out. on the baseball 
field between games and. asked 
if he could test the King of Swat 
for eyedness. Babe agreed, and 
the doctor found that even 
though Babe was. lefthanded, 
his right eye was dominant

State laws gaverning tax 
sales are intended to provide 
competitive bidding which 
should bring | the jimterest rate 
down to about 5%, Killinger 
said. 

After the fitst 18 months, the 
holder of a tax lien may ob- 
tain a tax deed on the [property 
which could result in his taking 
ownership, the board member 
said, adding| that the buyers 
make no effort to collect the 
taxes until the full amount of 
interest is owed

quire the tax buyer to notify

SIU School of 
Medicine Given, 
Accreditation 


David R. Derge, president of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale, and Dr. Richard 
H. Moy, dean of the SIU School 
of Medicine, have announced 
the granting of provisional) ac- 
creditation to the three-year-old 
School of Medicine. 

Disclousure| was made at a 
press conference last week at 
Springfield, where President 
Derge and Dean Moy met 
Springfield area news media 
representatives in the presence 
of representatives of the SIU 
Board ‘of Trustees, School of 
Medicine, and. other medical 
and academic people and civic 
leaders from the region. 

Notice of the accreditation 
came from Dr. Marjorie) P. 
Wilson, secretary of the Liaison 
Committee on Medical Educa- 
tion, the accrediting agency. 
The committee is made up of 
representatives from the Amer- 
ican Medical Association's 
Council on Medical Education, 
and the Executive Council of 
the Association of American 
Medical Colleges. mt 

Provisional accreditation 
means the medical school has 
met ‘standards for programs, 
organization, faculty, student 
services, and facilities estab- 
lished by both organizations. 

The School of Medicine can 
now begin its teaching opera- 
tions with authority to accept 
48 first-year | students and 24 
advanced - standing students 
next June. The first-year stu- 
dents) will be enrolled in Car- 
bondale for instruction in the 
basic sciences. 

The advanced-standing _ stu- 
dents, who will have completed 
the equivalent of two years stu- 
dy in other medical schools, 
will begin clinical study in 
Springfield. 

Schedule Stepped Up 

A Liaison Committee Team 
visited the School in October 
1971 and recommended an ad- 
mission of an advanced class. 
Such a class was deemed de- 
sirable because it would permit 
the training) and subsequent 
graduation of clinical students 
to take place one year earlier 
than originally anticipated. This 
would far exceed expectations 
of state and university officials. 

The Accreditation Team also 
said an advanced — standing 
class) will require rapid devel- 
opment of the School's residen- 
cy programs in Springfield. 
Preséntly, three of the school’s 
six ¢linical departments have 
approved residing programs. 

The residencies in obstetrics- 
gynecology and family practice 
are currently] in |operation, and 
the program in |internal medi- 
cine is also approved. Approval 
of programs in’ pediatrics, psy- 
chiatry, and surgery is spend: 
ing. 

Administering a medical 
school program on two camp" 
es in two cities are among prob- 
lems| to be studied by the 
Committee during future site 
Visitations to| the school. ‘They 
will be made until the school 
graduates its first class in June 
1975. 

If the Committee feels . the 
quality: of the school’s academ- 
ic programs |are threatened by 
any of these concerns, provis- 
ional accrediation could be re- 
voked.

Republican to Democrat power, 
or vice versa, far less chaotic 
and expensive than before. 

But a major shift in party 
responsiiblity continues to pose 
a major prblem and this will 
be especially so in the months 
immediately ahead

The transition in Illinois by 
necessity must be a two-way 
street.

Walker has promised that there 
will be no mass firings of state 
employes, Outgoing Republican 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has 
pledged his complete coopera- 
tion in bringing about an order- 
ly transfer of responsibility in 
the governor's office between 
now and the January. inaugura- 
tion. 

Republican Secretary of State 
John Lewis has ordered a 
freeze on job classifications and 
wages in that office and his 
Democrat successor Michael J 
Howlett has ruled out any ma- 
jor job changes at least until 
there has been an opportunity 
to study the personnel  struc- 
ture. 

The secretary of state’s of- 
fice, although still a major 
source of pure political parton- 
age nevertheless has been in- 
creasingly placed on a career 
status in recent years, and it is 
estimated that perhaps no more 
than 600 of about 4,000 total 
employes are strictly patron- 
age.

Yule Warning-Avoid 
Buying Dangerous Toys

The time is here or soon will 
be to shop for Christmas toys. 
‘As usual you will find the regu- 
lar amount of shoddy, poorly- 
made toys. 

Watch especially those made 
in foreign countries. Look for 
sharp wires or loose parts, and’ 
avoid any toy containing liquid. 

Electronics and the space age 
have brought new toy hazzards. 
Gone are the days of miniature 
mixing bowls, baking pans, and 
egg beaters, once enjoyed by 
little girls. 

Then the baking was done in 
mothers oven, supervised by 
mother. But no more. Sister has 
her own oven, grill, iron; hair- 
drier, and other appliances. 
Many of these heat to glowing 
temperatures, as high as 600°F. 
Temperatures this high are not 
for. adults, let alone children. 

The United States Public 
Health Service estimates that 
700,000 children are injured by 
toys every year. This does not 
include those injured using 
backyard play equipment 

Wires are Dangerous 

We know that children take 
toys apart-wheels off wagons, 
arms off dolls. We know these 
can be dangerous if they are 
fastened on with wire or sharp 
metal of any kind, But think 
what could happen with these— 

Flying toys that travel 50 
mph by an. exploding cap that 
can cause blindness. 

Toy tops with easily removed 


suction cups over spiked shafts. 

Arrows with flimsy protective 
tips, and rubber-tipped darts or 
space rockets with razor sharp 
fins. 

Balloons with whistles that 
can choke a child if inhaled. 

And on and on. Be_alert in 
every store and at every toy 
counter. 

Long cords on toys can be a 
danger. Toys tied to cribs or 
play-pens should never have a 
cord more than 10 inches long, 
and no loose ends hanging 
Make. sure cords are securely 
fastened and do not have balls 
or whistles on the end. 

Avoid chew toys that contain 
liquid. New teeth are sharp and 
the liquid could be dangerous. 
Choose ‘soft plastic rattles; rig- 
id plastic breaks with sharp 
edges. 

Don’t buy squeeze toys with 
noise makers that might pop 
out, or toys with loose parts 
such as nuts, bolts, bells, or 
anything removable smaller 
than the child’s fist. Children 
tinder three will swallow any- 
thing. 

If a riding toy is on your lis 
be sure the wheels are 
enough apart- to prevent easy 
tipping, and that the child can 
see where he is going when he 
rides. Avoid plastic riding toys 
put together with metal axels 
or pins. 

Again avoid electric toys that 
generate heat unless you can 
give constant supervision. 

Keep the word NO" in your 
vocabulary, hearing it won't 
hurt as much as a burn and 
has never blinded a child
